Lthn, Mass., Dec. 5.— For the first 
time since the great fire it is possible to 
make a reasonably accurate canvass of 
the situation as it relates to the ahos in- 
dustry. It appears ttuit /ul)j 40 MP Oent. 
of the shoe and leutliMr hsiisns -tfWie fity 
were burned out. 

The number uf shoe firms burned out 
was over eighty, while fifteen sole leath- 
er cutters and about sixty dealers in tope, 
atiffenings and other shoe flnHi^A ^ wen 
also burned out. A careful aalfinata of 
loss on shoes, finished and in Mpneiaaa of 
making, a total of 13,S00 caafa. tvlued at 
pair as they lun, at |760,- 
000. This is ocmsidered to he rather an 
underestimate. An estimate on the loss 
in aole leather held in stock by sole cut- 
ters and manufacturers is put at $500,000. 
This is principally of crop sole in sides 
and cut up, while the loss on heel, stiff- 
ening, inner aoUng,«la, will reach |8S0,- 
000 more. 

R. K. IJillard, who was entirely burned 
out, hail on hand 10, .500 sides of crop 
sole leather and 11, 300 cases of' cut soles 
valued in all at over $100,000 on wliich 
there was insurance of only $88,000. 

The loss on morocco leather is placed 
at$<%0.000. The loes on machinery is 
estimated at $360,000.

Donahoe an- 
nounced that he would devote liin Ri)eech 
abnost exclusively to the phases of the 
case relatiiiK to his clients, O'Sullivan 
and Kun7.e. lie began his address by 
saying tliat he felt he waa adrtmaalnii 
the jury in behalf of Imwoant menTaad 
that he would doHia beat he could In 
their behalf. 

The counsel then describecl how he had 
been retained to defend O'Sullivan and 
said he had never lieard of the man un- 
til he \va.s iiifoim(>d of him bv Mike 
Whalen and never saw him until he vis- 
ited him in jail.

Hon. Coliunbaa I>elMia Peaoeesss tke 
"FNeWeel** Vettsy. 
WAOmanoM, Dao. 8.— ▲« the Na> 
tkmal Wool Oiowara' maethg a commit* 

tea to prepare an address to the wool 
growers of the United States was ap« 
pointed. ,Ju(li;o I^wrenoe, of Ohio da* 
livered an iuidress unon the subject of 
wool growing in the United States. The 
feature of the meeting was the annual 
address of Hon. Coliunbus Delano, of 
Ohio, president of the National Wool 
Growers" aHs<K;iation. He liegan by sav^ 
ing that Inith food and clothmg should 
be i)rf)duced at home, not purchased 
from abroad, when the people who con- 
sume them have facilities for their pro- 
duction. NcH-esaity alone can juotify 
their importation. 

C^>ntinuing, ho said: "Suppose the 
nation inviilved in a war, foreign or do- 
mestic, fif serious dimensions, like that, 
for example, of the late rebellion; sup- 
pose our commerce embarrassed, as it 
was at that time; suppose our demand 
for wool no greater than it then was, 
and suppise that free trade had da* 
Btroye<l snoop indu.stry and turned over 
to foreign nations the production of OUT 
wool; ;iiiil we may I je able 
the folly, it not the crime, 
to put w(kj1 on the free list" 

"Infiuenced by the act of 1888," ha 
contuiuiHl, "wool growing languishaa 
throughout the United States, and with- 
out relief it must soon perish. In Texas 
the wool cliji of 1885 was of the value of 
$«,228,2:}4. Ip. 1«87 it was $5,016,674, 
showing a loss of .$4,211,560. It is de- 
sirable to extinguished the indutftry best 
adapted to this vast section under the 
ciT of 'Free traile' or 'Free wool?' Who 
wul be benefitetl by a policy so unwise? 
None, except foreign nations. Under 
the influence of the act of 1888 our an- 
nual clip has been reduced 55,000,000 
pounds, while it should have increased 
at tho rate of S per oeat annually to 
keep pace with tta aatoial gfowfn of 

the country." 

The speaker read statistics from well 
known authoritiee tending to show the 
necessity of protection in order to pre- 
serve the wool industry, and then said; 
"No further argument is needed to prove 
that free wool is death to the industiry, 
and none who prefer tiie interests of tlua 
nation to those of foreign nations will 
fail to regret so serious a blow to our 
wool growers, and to the nation at Iwfga 
as free wotjl will Inffiot. and none but 
those under influence of personal iniv- 
ost« or traditional prejudices will ftSl ta 
admit that the attempt to put wool On 
the free list is an economic blunder. 

"To those who favor free trade as OOT 
true policy, I address no protest againal 
free wool. FYom tlieir standpoint they 
are right. If it be free trade let us have 
it as a system, pure and simple, without 
the adulteration of dupUcity under tha 
name of 'iivcidental piotection.' Let US 
do one or the other, and have an econ- 
omic poUcy that is ,entitied to an honest 
and correct name. A 'tariff for revenue^ 
with incidental protectim is a delusion 
and a fraud. We need a Natiooalpolioy 
on this subject, honestly named, u 
protection, let it be general and uniform, 
embracing ail A'"«"'W" indxiatriea thai 
can he profitably puzBued by our paa* 
pie." 

In conclusion, Mr. Delano said "CMfa 
then, to the United States a wise, eoona* 
mic policy that will stimulate to aotM^ 
our looms, n>indlss, fumaoaa, tmgm and 
axUs, and thus give incrsaiad aetivify, 
more employment and better wages to 
all lationng claaaaa who are ready to 
unite in promoting a general pt ogp rnij , 
and we shall soon develop our vuiooa 
and inexhaustible resources. By sooh a 
system one industry will aid in support- 
ing another, and we shall not be oompell- 
edto purchase from other nations; for our 
production will exceed our consumption, 
and we shall increase in wealth, prosper^ 
ity and happiness. " 

At the oonohision of tha addreaa 'tiia 
meeting ad joomad, and the dele^ptea in 
a body called on the preaident and 8ao- 
retaiy Busk. Their brief interview with 
the president ss well as that with tha 
seoietaxy Of agrioultuire, is said to hava 
bean of a very satiBftiatory character.
